Although both the 
govern- 


ment and a U.S. Embassy 
spokesman said it was reaffir- 
mation of proposals made in 
1969 ar.d July 8, by South Viet- 
nam, the renewal of the bid 
took on new signficance in light 
of other moves aimed at a 
peaceful settlement. 


These include a new seven- 


point peace package put forth 
by the Viet Cong at the Paris 
peace talks July 1 and Presi- 
dent Nixon's forthcoming visit 
to mainland China to confer 
with Red Chinese leaders. 


At the daily briefing for news 


correspondents, U.S. Embassy 
spokesman 
Roy W. Johnson 


was asked if the United States 
saw anything new in the South 
Vietnamese proposal. 


"So far, we haven't found 


anything new in it," Johnson 
replied. "It is a reaffirmation 
of a statement made in 1969. It 
is also a reaffirmation of two 
points of the five-point proposal 
made July 8 in Paris, We see 
nothing new in it."

immediate 


comment from the State De- 
partment in Washington. How- 
ever, sources familiar with the 
peace negotiations said they ex- 
pect North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong envoys to rebuff the 
Saigon proposal.

The communique today called 


for "re.unification of the two 
zones by means of general elec- 
tions in both North and South 
Vietnam under international su- 
pervision." 


"While waiting for reunifica- 


tion," the communique said, 
"the two sides can meet to ex- 
plore the development of rela- 
tionship between the two zones. 


"Pending the reunification of 


the country, which would take 
some time to materialize, at 
least the two zones should be 
able to coexist peacefully to 
promote welfare and happiness 
for all the people."

American plans for a program 
of balanced East-West troop 
cuts in Central Europe. 


U.S. officials are saying some 


authorities favor a general cut- 
back of 10 per cent at the start 
while others are questioning the 
whole concept of reductions 
that could upset the balance of 
power. As a result the plans 
promised to the North Atlantic 
alliance — NATO — by early 
.July will be about a month late. 


The 
official 
expectation is 


that President Nixon's inter- 
vention will be needed to re- 
solve the dispute which is likely 
to come before the National Se- 
curity Council in the next few 
weeks. 


Complex issues, with strate- 


gic and political implications, 
are involved, including the fu- 
ture of Berlin, East Germany's 
status, Soviet motives and se- 
curity arrangements. 


As informants representing 


the main schools of thought 
within the administration ex- 
plained things, the lineup looks 
like this: 


1. Some key authorities want 


the United States, and NATO, 
to stand by a 1968 offer to nego- 
tiate what the jargon calls

tions," or MBFR, with the 
Communist powers.

2. Other high-level Americans

There is for the United States 


and NATO another major con- 
sideration. 


Not long ago, after years of 


argument and education, the 
Americans finally got NATO to 
adopt the strategy of flexible 
response. 


In unfancy terms this means 


U.S. allies agreed to depend, in 
the first place, on conventional 
power to repel an aggressor. If 
that fails they could use tactic- 
al nuclear weapons to push the 
attacker back. Ultimately, the 
full weight of Allied strategic 
nuclear power could be in- 
voked. 


But to be able to react so fle- 


xibly against an invader NATO 
had to accept the reality that 
more men and nonnuclear guns 
are needed.

Vaccinations 
to Start Soon 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)-A fed- 


eral official said today that im- 
munization of Arkansas horses, 
mules and other equines against 
Venezuelan equine encepha- 
lomyelitis (VEE) might be un- 
der way by Friday of this week. 


Dr. Paul Becton of the Agri- 


culture Department office in 
Little Rock said the first ship- 
ment of an expected 100,000 
doses of the vaccine probably 
will arrive by airplane at Lit- 
tle Rock on Wednesday or Thurs- 
day. 


He estimated that the process 


of immunizing equine in Arkan- 
sas would take three or four 
weeks once the program is be- 
gun. In the most recent census, 
88,000 equine were reported in 
Arkansas but some officials said 
the number might be twice that. 


Becton spoke at a gathering 


of 23 representatives of federal 
and state agencies and animal 
health groups where plans for 
the immunization program were 
being made. 


Becton 
is 
veterinarian 
in 


charge of the animal health di- 
vision of the Agricultural Re- 
search Department of the USDA 
office in Little Rock. 


He said official notice of a 


quarantine on Arkansas was ex- 
pected soon from Washington as 
part of an attempt to create a 
"buffer zone" around Texas, 
which is the area known to be 
seriously infected. The buffer 
quarantine also will cover Lou- 
isiana, 
Oklahoma 
and New 


Mexico. 


Texas already was 
under 


quarantine because of the out- 
break of VEE in the area of the 
Rio Grande Valley and Gulf 
coast. 


The vaccine was developed by 


the Defense Department at Ft. 
Detrick, Md., a primary depot 
in the Army's biological war- 
fare system, Becton said. 


Under a national emergency 


declared last week by Agricul- 
ture Secretary Clifford Hardin, 
the Agriculture Department will 
buy the serum from the Defense 
Department and distribute it to 
the states. The vaccine has been 
stored at a minus 20 degrees 
fahrenheit the last five years, 
Becton said.'He said that when 
the vaccine is received in the 
frozen state, it must be diluted

HOLLYWOOD — (NEA) — 


Trying to hold an intelligent, 
orderly conversation w i t h 
George Axelrod is like trying 
to train a black panther to 
fetch the morning paper. 


Axelrod, a brilliant writer, 


producer and director, has 
moved to London—"I left 
Hollywood when the movie 
business c r a s h e d down 
around my head and, besides, 
I have a ravishingly beauti- 
ful daughter and London is 
better for her"—but 
was 


back for a flying visit. 


There was a call 
from 


David Merrick in New York, 
and Axelrod took it. He said 
he had to. 


When he came back, he ex- 


plained. Merrick is produc- 
ing, and Axelrod is writing, 
a musical version of the old 
Marilyn Monroe movie hit, 
•'Some Like It Hot." for 
Broadway. It will be called— 
tentatively—"Do You Like 
Girls?" 


"Jule Stvne and Bob Mer- 


rill are doing the music," 
Axelrod said. "Styne is a 
nice guy but speaks only 
Martian. Merrill is a manic- 
depressive. And Merrick is 
—well, Merrick is Merrick 
But I'd rather work with 
pros who are difficult than 
with nice amateurs." 


Axelrod says that he had a 


setback soon after he got to 
London. 


"There was a deal to do a 


film with Carol White," he 
said. "She's that short girl 
with the big things and the 
minimum of talent. But the 
deal fell through. I'd started 
a movie outline at the time, 
and just kept working on it 
and the first thing I knew. 
I had written a book."

With a tear-stained face and 
the tribute of 238,000 fans ring- 
ing in his ears, the man consid- 
ered the world's greatest soc- 
cer player twirled his famed 
No. 10 jersey above his head 
Sunday and retired from Bra- 
zil's national team. 


Pele, the Black Pearl who 


posted 1,086 career goals, was 
choked with emotion as he told 
newsmen he decided to retire 
after his 110th game to give his 
nation a chance to develop 
younger players. 


"It is all too overwhelming," 


he said, half sobbing, about his 
farewell. "I had tried to imag- 
ine what this would be like, but 
it surpassed anything I could 
think of." 


But he has not left soccer for- 


ever—he still plans to play with 
Santoas, his professional team. 


Pele played the first half of 


Brazil's match against Yugos- 
lavia and then sat out the last 
half as his former teammates 
erased a 1-0 deficit for a 2-2 tie.

winner. Vukovich was the only 
driver in the same lap with the 
leader at the finish. 


Roger McClusky was third in 


the race, then came on in the 
second event, which was for 
USAC stock cars, to win fairly 
easily. 


The triumph was good for 


$13,860 plus accessory mpney 
for Donohue, while Vukovich 
collected more than $8,600 for 
second. 


Donohue's average speed for 


the 100 laps was 144.898 miles 
per hour, a far cry from the 
190-plus speeds that featured 
time trials Friday.

by looking to see if he should 
work on some o t h e r suit 
first. Usually he wants to 
ruff some cards in that side 
suit while t h e r e are still 
trumps in dummy." 


Oswald: "Today's hand is 


a n o t h e r case where dum- 
my's trumps are valuable. 
South has six trumps and 
there are only two in dum- 
my. Those two trumps are 
likely to be valuable and 
South should play diamonds 
and leave trumps alone." 


Jim: " S u p p o s e S o u t h 


draws trumps after winning 
the first heart. It takes four 
leads. West d i s c a r d s two 
hearts and a club. Now South 
starts on diamonds. Back 
comes a heart and South is 
down to one trump. He leads 
a second d i a m o n d . This 
time he has to use his last 
trump to ruff a heart. Now 
West will make a trick with 
his remaining heart." 


Oswald: "Now see what 


h a p p e n s if South leaves 
t r u m p s alone and leads a 
diamond at trick two. He is 
forced to ruff a heart, leav- 
ing him five trumps. He 
plays a second diamond and 
ruffs another heart. He leads 
a third diamond. West wins, 
but dummy's two trumps 
have now become valuable. 
If West leads another heart, 
South trumps in dummy and 
keeps his own four trumps. 
He can now pull West's four 
at his leisure."

Genes Determine 


Characteristics 


Dr. Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—My cou- 


sin and I are very much in 
love. We are planning to be 
married. I was wondering if 
being first c o u s i n s would 
damage the children we plan 
to have. Is there some way 
we can find out? 


Dear Reader—The off- 


s p r i n g of any two people 
tend to be like their parents. 
If one parent is naturally 
blond and one brunette, they 
may have children who are 
blond, brunette or in be- 
tween. If both parents are 
brunette, then it is more 
likely that all the children 
will be brunette. 


The process is more com- 


plicated. In effect, we all 
have two genes for each of 
our body characteristics and 
only one of these may deter- 
mine one of our characteris- 
tics but either one may de- 
termine the child's charac- 
teristics. Incidentally, each 
of us probably have more 
than 100,000 genes that de- 
termine what we are. 


The only reason that mar- 


rying relatives b e c o m e s 
complicated from the genetic 
point of view is the greater 
likelihood that the man and 
wife will have a number of 
genes that are the same. 
This can obviously also oc- 
cur in people who are not 
relatives. If it is a good char- 
acteristic, then it might even 
be desirable to marry rela- 
tives—although our present 
society would c e r t a i n l y 
frown on it. 


That 
is essentially how 


purebred animals are devel- 
oped. By "inbreeding," de- 
sired characteristics can be 
developed until one can ex- 
pect the offspring of pure- 
bred animals to also have 
these characteristics. Thus,

Siamese produces offspring 
with the same characteris- 
tics as the parents. 


When animals of poor qual- 


ity produce offspring, they 
are also likely to be of poor 
quality. 


The problem in marrying 


relatives is often related to 
certain diseases that are in- 
herited. If there is a family 
history of diabetes, two dia- 
betic parents are much more 
likely to have children who 
develop diabetes. Similarly, 
two e p i l e p t i c s are more 
likely to have children with 
epilepsy. I would think you 
would be wise to review your 
family history for any ill- 
nesses that seem to be com- 
mon in either family. 


First cousins should prob- 


ably try to get their family 
doctor to refer them to a 
geneticist 
for 
counseling. 


One day, it may prove de- 
sirable for all prospectus 
brides and grooms to have 
genetic counseling b e f o r e 
marriage, whether or not 
they are relatives. 


Once a pregnancy has oc- 


curred, fluid can be with- 
drawn, from the sac enclos- 
ing the fetus, and tested. 
This will tell whether the 
baby will be normal. If ac- 
ceptable to one's moral con- 
cepts, 
an abnormal 
fetus 


could be aborted. Hopefully, 
the day will come—and it 
doesn't seem too far away— 
when the chemical structure 
of the genes can be altered. 
This may provide a way to 
prevent passing on to chil- 
dren inherited tendencies for 
some diseases.

Energy 
Demands 
Studied

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Senate Interior Committee is 
gearing for a two-year study of 
the nation's rapidly expanding 
energy demands and its dwindl- 
ing natural resources with an 
eye toward setting U.S. policy 
for the next half-century. 


Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson, D- 


W;ish., 
committee 
chairman, 


said the panel hopes to hold 
hearings many of them open, 
and then to propose a long- 
range national fuels and energy 
program. 


William J. Van Ness, a com- 


mittee staff member who will 
direct the investigation, said 
the $400,000 study is expected to 
cover two major periods—from 
now until 1980 and from 1980 to 
2020. 


The range of policy options 


for this decade is considered 
limited because of the long lead 
time needed for construction, 
corporate 
planning 
and 
re- 


search and development of new 
energy technology, Van Ness 
said. 


Witnesses at hearings on the 


resolution that authorized the 
study predicted acute shortages 
of some fuels and energy in the 
face of growing demands from 
a booming population growth. 


Fuel and energy consumption 


will increase more than 200 per 
cent by the year 2000, some 
witnesses said. 


In a report recommending 


authorization of the study, the 
committee said: "Historically 
the United States has had more 
than adequate supplies of di- 
verse and competitive energy 
resources. 


"In recent years, however, 


there have been numerous ex- 
amples of failure in supplying 
all of the energy which the 
country requires." the report 
added. 
"Blackouts 
resulting 


from the failure of electrical 
energy supply have increased 
sharply." 


It said, "Some natural gas 


distribution 
companies 
are 


unable to supply all new cus- 
tomers, dependence 
upon oil 


imports is increasing and natu- 
ral gas reserves are declining."

nian repression of the guer- 
rillas, and a Cairo newspaper 
accused Hussein of being "an 
obedient tool" for the Israelis.

Both Iraq 
and Sudan ap- 


pealed to other Arab nations to 
isolate Jordan. But there was 
nn official statement from Eg- 
ypt. where President Anwar Sa- 
dat has been trying to mediate 
the 
Jordanian 
conflict 
and 


avoid further divisions in the 
Arab world. 


Iraq is the second Arab gov- 


ernment to sever relations with 
Jordan. Libya recalled its dip- 
lomats from Amman at the 
height of Jordan's civil war last 
September, after Hussein de- 
cided he had to control the 
guerrillas or be overthrown. 


A Jordanian military spokes- 


man said the army had pinned 
down the remnants of small 
guerrilla bands in northern Jor- 
dan. 


At least 50 of the Palestinians 


fled into Israel 
and 
surren- 


dered. The Jordanian spokes- 
man said they were infiltrators 
trained by Israel who were re- 
turning "to their masters." But 
a guerrilla 
official in Beirut 


said they were forced to flee 
because of many wounded, lack 
of water and constant shelling 
by the army. 


The army spokesman said 


about 100 soldiers had been 
killed in six days of fighting, 


and he estimated guerrilla loss- 
es at more than 200. 


About 500 surviving guerrillas 


were pushed into four new posi- 
tions on exposed slopes between 
the Jordan River cease-fire line 
with Israel and 
the 
rocky 


heights overlooking the river 
valley. The Jordanian govern- 
ment said 800 others were tak- 
en prisoner and about 1,000 fled 
to Syria. 


Confident it had gained con- 


trol, Hussein's government an- 
nounced it would no longer rec- 
ognize the Cairo agreement 
worked out during the Septem- 
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ber fighting by Arab mediators. 
The pact regulated relations be- 
tween the guerrillas and the 
government and stated where 
the commandos 
could 
place 


their men and arms. 


The Iraqi government called 


on the Arab world to join in po- 
litical and economic sanctions 
against Jordan "to stop the 
current massacre of the Pales- 
tinian resistance movement." 
The Sudanese Foreign Ministry 
said the Jordanian army's cam- 
paign against 
the guerrillas 


was "a very serious develop- 
ment which should not be toler- 
ated."
